• PARIS, Dec. 1 (U.R) — ^Tho communiat majority of the Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor flung an all-or-nothlns challenge 
at the government today, announcing that it would never 
negotiate to aettlo France's chaotic strikes if emergency 
measures now before the assembly become iaw. 

The sudden brcakoff of feelers toward negotiation served 
blunt notice that the communists would plung^ ahead with 
their program to battle the government all along the line, 
regardless of what happens. 

New strikes plagued the crippled country. The assembly 
debated amid communist-cre- 



atcd bedlam the measures 
which Premier Robert Schu- 
man demanded to put legal 
weapons in the hands of the 
■government. 

TDa Paris subway syatcm wu 
paralyzed when workers wolketf out 
or thrco power stations. A scncrol 
strike hit one department of south- 
ern Trance. The Bcneml Labor Con- 
Icderatlon (COT) met to take bc- 
Ifrn. 

"Alter the mcctUiB, the communist 
majority Issued » statement say Ins 
the talks with the govermnent were 
over. It added: . 

"The confcdcj-atlon bureau states 
that no new ncffoUatlons could be- 
gin once the Inramous laws now 
be Ins dlncusied by the assembly ore 
promulgatwl." 

Only the communists, who ore In 
a majority In tlis leadership of the 
CQTs 0,000,000 members, signed the 
onnouncement. That Indicated that 
labor, too, was splitting apart. The 
non -communist minority headed by 
Leon Johaux said it would Issue Its 
own statement later.

Airliner Hits 
Runway End 
7 Are Killed 

SEATTLE, Dec. 1 (flV-Scvcn per- 
sona are dead and 10 othcra critical- 
ly Injured today following a fiery 
crash In which a four-cnglncd 
Alaska Air Lines transport overshot 
a runway yesterday at tho Seottlc- 
Tocomn airport and smoBhcd a 
passing automobile. 

Twenty-six or the 33 aboard the 
big plane scrambled rrom door and 
emergency cxlla or were pulled from 
tho flames by rescuers. All, how- 
ever, were seared by the gasollne- 
fed flames that flashed through 
the fuselogc. Pour ot the rescued 
died later. 

The latest casualty wos tho plane's 
alcwardess, who was credited by 
survivors with having led many or 
the passengers to soTety.

TIME TO GET GOING 
Last spring President Truman ordered ahlp 
coMtnictlon curtailed sharply for rcftaons of 
economy and because of material shortagCJi. 
Shortly afterward he appointed a flvc-man 
committee of "practlcal-mlndcd biulncsfi- 
men," to use their own phrase, who were to 
make a study of the country's merchant 
marine and shipbuilding problems. Their 
report Is now In, and the President has pas- 
sed It along to congress and the appropriate 
departments "in the hope that It will prove 
helpful." 

Essentially the committee has repeated the 
recommendations Incorporated in the Mer- 
chant Marine act of 1036. This act act up a 
ahipbuildlng program— thrown entirely out 
of gear by the war— on the scarcely disput- 
able basis that ajnodem, first-rate merchant 
marlns and, an adequate, progressive ship- 
building Industry are essential to our nation- 
al defense and peacetime economy. 
The President's advisory committee has 

, also urged a four-year program, costing $B00,- 
000,000. for the construction of 46 p&fiscnger 
vfssela and a number of high-speed cargo 

' ships and tankers. The first group would 
Include two SO,000-ton- liners for north 
Atlantic service. 
There are 32 ocean-going vessels being 

' built In nine private yards. Half of thom are 
for foreign owners. 

Britain reportedly has 126 passenger. and 
passenger-cargo ships now under construc- 
tion. The United States has two. France, 
Spain, Sweden and Italy oil ore building more 
than we are. 

■ There should be, In the committee's opin- 
ion, not leu than 60,000 workers engaged In 
shipbuilding In this country In any peacetime 
1 year. There are now less than half that num- 
ber engaged In ship construction. 
The conuulttee wants to see eight pas- 

«enger ahlps. started Immediately-— three 

31,000-ton vessels for the Hew York- Mediter- 
ranean run and five of 13,500 tons each for 
round-the-world service.* These are among 
the ships whose construction was postponed 
_^lasb spring. Designs are completed and bids 
'&fe"ln. The maritime commission has $S4,- 
000,000 previously appropriated, and the lines 
that would operate them ore said to be ready 
to match that sum. 

Thus It appears that while the United 
States at present Is a fifth-rate power, or less, 
In the field of transoceanic commercial ship- 
ping, It can and should attain a position more 
In keeping with world affairs. It also appears 
that It Is high time a start was made toward 
that position. 

It has been said repeatedly and truly that 
It is imsafe to dissipate our shipbuilding in- 
dustry to a point where critical alcUls neces- 
sary to notional defense are scattered and 
lost. It also has been 'said that It Is ridiculous 
and Inconsistent for this great nation to lag 
so far behind the smaller powers In ship 
construction and operation. 

The President's committee has repeated 
thesa observations and added a sensible, cur- 
rent program for action. The money, the 
skills and the need for a beginning are at 
hand. All that remains now Is to get going. 

PUBLIC BUSINESS 
General Elsenhower has pledged that all 
Information on the army's wartime activities 
will be made available to responsible Inquir- 
ers, deluding the press. "What the army did 
is public business." says the chief of staff. 

We hope that truth of that remark will 
be heeded. Recently the stote-war -navy- air 
force co-ordinating committee drafted a set 
of peacetime restrictions on nil government 
Information, modeled on army wartime re- 
gulations, which was so fitrlngont that a con- 
gressional group has seen fit to Investigate 
the excuses behind all this undemocratic 
hush-hush. 

What the govommont docs is public busl- 
jiesa, too, within obvious bounds of security. 
The war-spoiled lords of what shall be print- 
ed should be aware of this without needing 
the reminder of a congressional crackdown. 

MORE DIRECT PAYMENT 
White House reporters seem to think that 
Argentina stands a good chance of getting an 
American , loan If the Peron government 
should request one. Evidently it Is felt that a 
loon of dollars might purchase the South 
American country's greater co-operation In 
the International food supply program. 

Well, a loan probably would be cheaper 
than our present practice of sending dollars 
to European governments who spend them 
with Argentina for »5.90-a-busheI wheat, 
with the profits going into President Pcron's 
treasury. 

Certainly such a transaction would have a 
more pleasing odor than that associated with 
Argentina's brazen shakedown of a hungry 
Europe.

Should the London confcrencB of foreign ministers 
break up In another dljvusreement, they think the In- 
cident would fortify their position. 

Another asnet may be the continued failure ol the 
voluntary recrultlnff drive. 

LOBBIES— But tlie pro and con lobbies, which -,. 
the moat cxlenalve, gilded. Influential and vocifer- 
ous that Washington has wUneued In years, have mo- 
bollied. Only the orlslnal bonus bills, wortlmo con- 
scription and possibly the Taft-Hartley act dmma 
■aw such a violent clash of forces. It will bo a highly 
emotional show when the curtain rises. 

The newly organized national security committee, 
which consists of 03 church, educotlonol, citizens' and 
military groups, opened a lobby headquarters a few 
days ogo. It will be headed by former' supreme Court 
Justice Owen J. nobcrta.-He hos been a atrong. sincere 
bellover In natJonnl dclense ever since he prosecuted 
draft evaders In Philadelphia during World war I. 

Despite their numbers and strength, opponents hove 
not banded Into a single, unified body, which mny 
prove their untfolnir. Tlie Friends commltWe, which 
represents the Society of Frlcndi, and the NoUonal 
Council for Prevention of War. constitute the oppofll 
tlon's main arms. Each mantaln four registered lobby' 
Ists here. ... 

PACIFISTS— Besides prominent church and educa^ 
tlonal elements; the professional poclflsts have espe- 
cially eltcctlve allle.1 among labor and farm orttanlxa- 
tlons. Tliey are skilled at the technltiue of close-up 
and long-range lobbying and Uiey have the money and 
mschlnerj'. 

They consist of such capltol hill veterans and tc- 
qualntances as the three powerful farm groups— the 
Bureau, Union and Orange— the AFL, the CIO. the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen and tlie Interna' 
tlonal Association of Machinists. Ordinarily, this com- 
bination could pass or defeat ahitoat any bill. 

It they should "single shot" agnlnst OI^rT. it 
have hard going. Qui they are more likely to give 
their first Interest to tormulaUon o( a permanent ag- 
ricultural program and repeal of the Taft-Hartley act, 
respectively. 

WEAKNESS— Another handicap to these portlculor 
units, as antl leaders admit, Is the foreign situation. If 
It conUnues to deteriorate In etraleglo spots on the 
globe. It may Incline the rank-and-file of these organl- 
rations to conclude that national security requires a 
peacetime draft. They may loie their enthusiasm for 
letter- writing and button-holing on the other side. 

That, of course, will be the buttle hymn of the affir- 
mative chorus, including Itobcrts' group and tho Amer- 
ican Legion. High army, novy. air and marine officers 
have begun to deliver speeches and ls.iue handouts on 
our developing military weakness as against Moscow'i

Present plows used for sagebrush 
rcmovol are rigid and when one disk 
hlla a rock or stump the entire 
weight of the plow, plus forward 
momentuni. Is thrown on Uie one 
disk and breakogo often rcsulu, 
bureau of reclamation officials said. 
Disks In Pairs 
"The Australians, who hod similar 
problems, overcame them by mount- 
ing disks In pairs on independent 
I controlled by springs. The 
was developed to plow saplings 
and shrubs on land being brought 
under cultivation," Hull said in an 
article In Reclamation Era. 

"Bprlng tension holds tlic disks in 
the ground when cutting, but wlicn 
they encounter rocks or brush, tho 
spring ollows each pair of disks to 
ride over the rocks or brush piles, 
up to 13 inches high Independent 
of other disks. Tlie disks are alter- 
nately 30 to 33 Infhcs In diameter, 
but are mounted on the Iiump nrm 
wlUi a pitch BO that boLli disks 
touch the grounds ot the same 
time," the report said. 

Sliding Action Given 
The pitch gives them a dishing 
r slIdlnR action ]^'hlch helpi main- 
tain a digging depth and kill brush 
wlthoufa corresponding spring ten-" 
slon or heavy weight.

Several hundred 
may be noticed In an hour, but their 
distribution Is random, lhey occur 
night and doy. In summer and win- 
ter, but appear somewhat moro com- 
mon In summer.
